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The towns, cities and the provincial government itself 
were also paying ruinous interest rates of 4'9, 5, 6 and 
7 per cent. Such rates being too much to pay out of 
current revenue, it was necessary to borrow annually 
millions of dollars to meet interest payments which 
resulted in pyramiding the debt to its present unpayable 
sum 

Alberta started as a province in 1905 without a dollar 
of provincial] public debt. In 1910 the first debt was created 
by a bond issue of $2,000,000. Within twenty-seven years 
aft producing and selling in world markets, billions of 
dollars worth of farm products, Alberta finds herself 
today owing a provincial public debt of $163,000,000 after 
paying more than $100,000,000 in interest charges,
